time from their honorable pursuits 
and review the situation he has given 
the State, and ascertain the moving 
cause there Is that gives him power 
over them, over their homes and over 
the present and future moral standing 
ot their children. 


We are informed that be commanded 


the Governor ot the State the other day 
In committee to sit down which com- 
mand the Governor obeyed. Any or- 
dinary man would have objected to 
obey the mandate but an explanation 
for the obedience ot the Governor is 
found in greatness veiled In modesty. 
Will any of bis friends Inform the peo- 
ple in the State of Nevada upon the 
benefits there aro derived to the State 
through bis presence, or of the bene- 
fits derived ns a result ot bis rule in it?

It ia his work and purpose to 
control the State through its politics 
which he must do to make bis work 
profitable to bis employer. To control 
the State, it ia imperative he should 


. have those in it who will aid him in 


his work to control through its politi- 
cal machinery. It is fairly presumable 
that Charley receives a salary for bis 
services. Those in the State who aid 
him to control it, expect to receive and 
do receive compensation for what they 
do In some form. The considerations 
they receive for their services are the 
offices in the State. Not only the State 
office*, bnt township and county offices 
are made subservient to the gang when- 
ever they can be so made.
